CRIMEA CUT OFF ? 


Soviet troops are putting up 

obstinate resistance,” says the

From Moscow there is no news 
relating to any specific sector of the 
front—only the general report of the 
Soviet High Command that fighting 
continues along the whole front.

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DRASTIC PARIS 
CURFEW 


OFFENDERS WILL 
BE HOSTAGES 


A DRASTIC curfew has been 
imposed by the German 
occupation, authorities on the 

ine Department, which in- 
cludes Paris, says Reuter. 


It is linked with a renewed appeal 
for the help of Frenchmen in detecting 
those responsible for attacks on Ger- 
mans. 

The German authorities in Paris, ac- 
cording to a Paris telegram to the 
Vichy News Agency, have issued the 
following decree:—‘‘In recent weeks 
several attempts have been made 
against the lives of members of the 
German Army.

As a 
consequence, I have ordered the fol- 
lowing measures applicable from 
noon Saturday until noon Tuesday :— 
(1) All movement in public places is 
forbidden to the population of the

p.m. and 5 a.m. (2) All restaurants, 
theatres, cinemas and other places of 
entertainment will be closed at 8 p.m. 
(3) During this period night passes at 
present in use will not be valid. A 
x Cre pass is being issued for those 
obliged by their occupation to be 
abroad after the hour of curfew. (4) 
The observance of these commands 
will be controlled by German patrols. 
Offenders arrested will be regarded as 
hostages.”’

CRUISKEEN LAWN

nearing the end of their reserves in this 
area, and the fall of Leningrad before 
the end of the present month is more 
than possible. In the centre, Marshal 
Timoshenko is continuing to give a good 
account of himself. He claims to have 
driven the Germans back in the Smolensk 
region, with heavy loss:to the invaders, 
and, for the moment, the initiative seems 
to rest in his hands. Farther south the 
situation from the Russian standpoint is 
not so favourable. General von Runstedt 
has crossed the Dnieper at several points, 
establishing valuable bridgeheads in the 
process. Kiev seems to have been virtually 
surrounded ; but its local defences are 
exceedingly strong, and it is possible that 
the Germans will try to “ by-pass ” it in 
their efforts to take Kharkov before the 
good weather goes. According to the 
latest. reports from London, the Crimea 
has been cut off from land communication 
with Southern Russia. Although there is 
no confirmation of this report from 
Russian sources, there is small doubt that 
Marshal Budenny’s forces are being sub- 
jected to tremendous pressure, and that 
the Germans are making a determined 
thrust towards the Don. In no case, how- 
ever, does there seem to be any sign of a 
Russian collapse. The moral of the Soviet 
armies is surprisingly high. Where they 
have been compelled to retreat, their with- 
drawals have been in good order, and they 
have been leaving behind them guerrilla 
troops, who have been causing much 
embarrassment to the Germans’ rear. 
Throughout all these operations the centre 
of gravity of the fighting has been moving 
steadily toéwards.the south, where the 
weather conditions are likely to remain 
favourable for some time to come. Every- 
thing points to a German drive towards 
the Caucasus, 
Evidence of various kinds is forthcoming 
in support of this assumption. Reports 
from Jugoslavia declare that the German 


repairs on the railways from Belgrade to 
Nish, and from Salonika to Sofia, both of 
which would be important links in the 
chain of communications in the event of 
mi .itary operations in the Middle East. 
There also is much: activity in Bulgaria. 
The Sofia Government’s reply to the recent 
note of protest from Moscow is said to 
have been ‘‘ unsatisfactory.’* Bulgarian 
mobilisation is being continued; and it is 
stated that some 350,000 Bulgars already 
are under agms, in addition to the two 
German infatitry divisions which are 
believed to be-in the country. It also is 
reported that the Bulgarian Government 
has been trying to buy warships from 
Italy in an attempt to strengthen the 
naval strength of the “ Axis” Powers in 
the Black Sea, where the Russian Navy 
is predominant. The Turks, apparently, 
are refusing to grant free passage to such 
ships through the Dardanelles on the 
ground that they are not strictly neutral, 
and reports from Ankara suggest that 
tension is growing throughout the Middle 
East. British troops are being massed 
on, or near, the Turkish bordera, The 
Russians are particularly active in Iran, 
where the now Shah has been inaugurated 
into office; and, although the Turks are 
determined to maintain their neutrality 
as long as possible, there is a growing 
belief that their position is becoming 
almost untenable. In Libya the situation 
is more or less static. Now and -again 
there have been local actions in the region 
of Tobruk, where the British garrison 
continues to maintain ite beleaguered 
position: There have been rumours of 
important reinforcements for the Italo- 
German armies in Cyrenaica, and it is 
known that General Auchinleck has at his 
disposal substantially larger forces than 
were under the command of General 
Wavell twelve months ago. Now that the 
British are in occupation of Syria, and 
that the Italians have been driven from 
Abyssinia, it seems to be almost certain 
that military operations in the Western 
Desert will form part of the winter 
campaign. Thé British Fleet continues to 
dominate the Eastern, as well as the 
Western, Mediterranean—a fact which 
cannot but influence the Germans in their 
decisions regarding a-Middle East offen- 
sive. Such a move would entail enormous 
risks for the Germans; but the oil fields of 
Iraq and the Caucasus are enormously 
valuable, and, whatever else may be said 
about Herr Hitler, he certainly cannot be 
aceused of undue caution.

SLAVERY ABOLISHED IN 
ABYSSINIA 


Slavery has been abolished in 

Abyssinia’ by the Emperor Haile 
Selassie, and the Ethiopian Government 
in Addis Ababa has issued a statement 
to that effect. 
_ The Emperor had long wanted to 
subjects, but his 
reforms were interrupted by the Italian 
conquest. On his return to his 
country, says the New Times and 
Ethioma News, the Emperor decided 
that the time had arrived when he 
could enact a law abolishing the legal 
Status of ‘slavery. 

The process of emancipation will be 
gradual. Under the new law a master 
may retain his slave, if the slave so 
desires it, but every slave may, without 
egal formality, assert his freedom.—

U.S. SHIPPING 
STRIKE THREAT 


A general strike of coastal and inter- 
coastal ships was threatened yesterday 
by the spokesman of the 20,000-strong 
Seafarers’ Union of North America, at 
Weehawken, New Jersey, says Reuter. 

He rejected an ultimatum from the 
Maritime Commission which threatens 
to seize the ships now tied up as a 
result of the strike unless arbitration 
proceedings are started at once. 

Earlier yesterday representatives of 
the Shipowners’ and Seafarers’ Union 
met to discuss the ultimatum. 

Eleven ships are now held up by the 
strike. 

Three more ships were tied up later 
yesterday when their crews joined the 
strike.—(Associated Press.) 


EARNINGS FROM 
RABBIT TRADE 
CORK SAVINGS 
OFFICER’S COMMENT 


Schoolboys in the country are hand- 
ling more money than they ever’ had 
before. Families in which there are 
@ number of boys of school age fre- 
quently earn £3 weekly in the rabbit 
trade in rural areas, states the Sav- 
ings Officer, Mr. F. J. Shanley, in his 
quarterly report to Cork Savings Com- 
mittee. He adds that many rural 
school children were making large pro- 
fits out of this industry, and even the 
ordinary youngster who went into the 
thing casually for the fun of it would 
earn at least five shillings a week. 
In some cases the boys derived little 
advantage—either the parents took the 
money or the boys spent it as fast 
as they got it. 


BELFAST TRAFFIC 
PROBLEM 


Belfast Police Committee yesterday 
received a letter from the Ministry of 
Home Affairs, expressing the hope that 
means may be found to obviate the 
abnormal crowds invading the 
municipal Transport Service at peak 
hours. Something has been done to 
lessen the congestion by “ staggering ’’ 
hours at the larger works, and it was 
suggested that the public could help 
by shopping in quiet periods of the 
day, and that cinemas could co- 
operate by arranging that patrons 
would not be leaving in large numbers 
in the rush hours. It was decided to 
interview the cinema proprietors on 
the subject.

McCaughy, who refused to plead and declined to cross- 
examine the witnesses, was sentenced to death by shooting. 


TERROR AND SUFFERING 


The stock, round-faced man in the | 
witness-box related a songs! story of 
mental terror and physical suffering, of 
nights and days of horrible beatings, of 
an all-night ‘‘ courtmartial,’’ at which 
he was charged by his captors with 
treason and conspiracy to wreck an 
illegal organisation, of being many 
times close to death at the hands of 
the men who held him—a story of 
brutality which was mirrored in the 
still blackened grey eyes which his 
kidnappers at one stage had covered 
with black glasses to hide the effects of 
their beatings. 

Two weeks ago, the first hint of the 
extraordinary climax to this extra- 
ordinary episode was given to the 
public when it became known that a 
man with chains dangling from his 
arms and legs .had tottered into the 
police station at Rathmines, and that 
shortly afterwards a man named James 
Rice, of Belfast, who still is in 
hospital, had been shot while 
endeavouring to escape from detectives 
at Castlewood Park, Dublin. The man 
who sought the sanctuary of the police 
station was Stephen Hayes, now 
described by the autherities as ‘‘a 
much-wanted man.”’ 


SEIZURE AT COOLOCK 


Prefacing his story by an attempt to 
‘‘ explain the reason why he was giving 
evidence ’’—the Court declined to hear 
any statement that was irrelevant— 
Hayes, looking pale and shaky, 
described: how on the evening of June 
30th last, while discussing “army 
matters’’ with McCaughy and two 
other men at a house at Coalock, 
County Dublin, a strange man, carrying 
a revolver, came into the room. His 
entrance obviously was a pre-arranged 
signal, because, when the man came 
in, McCaughy and his two friends 
drew revolvers and, pointing them at 
Hayes, ordered him to put up his 
hands or take the consequences. 

tá rere said Hayes, “‘ but I 
was told to face the wall and have no 
talk. I was seized, and one of the 
men took some bell-wire from his 
pocket and tied it around my wrist 
and arm, keeping the end of it m his 
own hand. They then compelled me 
to get into a car, and McCaughy and 
two others brought me through Swords, 
Drogheda, Dundalk and about ten miles 
farther north, up into the Cooley Hills. 
On the way, McCaughy asked me if 
ever I was in Northern Bee because 
he said that that was where we were 
going. I had known McCaughy for 
about two years, being associated to- 
gether with the I.R.A. The car stopped 
in the hills, and after about an hour- 
and-a-half we arrived at an unoccupied 
farmhouse, I was brought mto a room, 
in one corner of which there was a 
lock of straw, and in the other a 
camp bed with a mattress on it. I 
lay on the camp bed and dozed, and 
I believe one of the men remained in 
the room on the straw during the night. 


QUESTIONING 


“ At five o'clock in the morning 
McCaughy and his companion returned 
with a table and chairs, and I was 
roused. 
bed, and the men began to 
question me about different raids 
and arrests that I was s:pposed 
to have given away. They asked. me 
about -contacts with the Free State 
Government, and about information 
that I was supposed to have given 
away. I protested against the implica- 
tions in their questions, and strenuously 
denied them, and after half an hour 
the men went away, 

'MAt eleven o'clock that day 
McCaughy and another man came back 
with a chair, and he told me to sit on 
it and put my hands over the back 
of it. I was blindfolded, wire was 
tied around my wrists, and my hands 
were bound to the back of the chair. 
They alleged that I had informed on 
men, and I denied it and protested, 
and I received several punches in the 
face, Beneath the edge of the blind- 
fold I could see McCaughy, and he beat 
me with what I thought was the barre] 
of a revolver, and kicked me, He 
told me that if I continued to deny 
the charges they brought against me 
I would ie shot, 


THREE OPTIONS 


“The beating and questioning went 
on for about an hour, and before they 
left McCaughy gave me three options : 
(1) That if [ did not admit what I 
was accused of by them they would 
shoot me, and, as only the three of 
them knew what was happening, they 
would explain to the illegal organisa- 
ticn that I had gone to America on a 
boat; (2) that if I admitted the. accusa- 
tions they would imprison me in the 
six counties for the duration of the 
war, or (3) that they would deport 


me to pay ge I was then left blind- | 


folded and bound for about four hours. 
I felt it was quite possible that they 
would shoot me and then offer the 
explanation they had mentioned to the 
organisation, and I made up my mind 
to make an imaginary statement, and 
later justify the attitude I had adopted. 
One of the men then came back and 
released me.and asked me to confess. 
I said that there was nothing to confess 
and he went away.” 


IMAGINARY INCIDENTS 


All the time, Hayes seid, he was 
under armed guard. They left him 
alone until nearly midnight on the 
second day of his imprisonment, and 
then McCaughy came in with a watch 
and told him that he had fifteen 
minutes to get ready to be shot, as he 
had not accepted the options. With 
the object of saving his life, and having 
regard to the sufferings of the day, he 
offered to disclose some pretended infor- 
mation about houses that he knew, and 
some time later McCaughy and a com- 
panion returned and told him that it 
would have to be all or nothing, and 
that otherwise he would be tied up 
again and beaten to death, if necessary. 

@ then described imaginary incidents 
to them, and they referred to a man 
named De Lacy. 

“They asked me questions with 
reference to a man named e 
Lacy, and McCaughy said that De Lacy ; 
was a Free State Government agent, 
and that they had him a prisoner 10 a 
house close by. I was left under guard 
for about four days, and then was 
transferred to a place near Dundalk—I 
believe it was on the Dublin side of 
Dundalk. I was sé there for two 
days, during which I saw only one of 
the three men, and then I was brought 
back to Dublin and imprisoned in a 
house near Clontart. I was kept in this 
house for two nights,.and then a car 
came and took me to Glencree. . 

“During the journey to Dublin, 
said Hayes, ‘‘sun glasses with blue 
paper over them were put on my face 
to cover the discolorations on my 
eyes. I was taken to a room in a large 
house at Glencrée, and while I was 
there one day I saw m brother-in-law, 

Lacy, being brought to a 
lavatoiy by & man. I understood that 


he, too, was a prisoner, but I could 
a 


I sat on the corner of the |: 
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not be sure. Almost every day for the 
following week McCaughy came to 
me, and I was put through a series 
of interrogations in connection with 
the activities of the Guards and raids 
and arrests. McCaughy had a book 
and some documents from which he 
asked the questions. It might be dur- 
ing the daytime and it might be in 
the night. I was asked why the 
Government had allowed the Magazine 
Fort job to be carried out. 


ATTEMPT TO GET AWAY 


‘*Then one night I was brought out 
at, midnight, blindfolded, bound with 
ropes, my arms behind my back, and 
brought to the bank of a nearby 
river by McCaughy and the other two. 
I took it that it was their intention 
to shoot me, and I gave them my 
pocket book and stuff to give to my 
bas and asked for time to say a 
ew prayers. [ was told that I could 
kneel down. 

“ I had loosened some of the ropes 
on my arms on the way down, and 
while I was on my _ knees I[ 
made a break to get away, but 
the blindfold hampered me and 
I fell to the ground. The three of 
them. then pounced on me and I 
got a pretty severe kicking. They 
ulled me up, tied a rope to my left 
eg, which one of them held, and the 
other two marched behind me on the 
way back to the house. Before we got 
back I was thrown into a clump of 
briars and pulled out again, and I felt 
pretty sore. Back in the house, I was 
tied to a chair, with my arms over 
the back of it. but was released after 
an hour. The next day or the day 
after I was tied facg downward to a 
bed, with my ankles tied to the frame- 
work, and they proceeded to beat me, 
twist my arms, and interrogate me.” 

Hayes then described how, at mid- 
night on July 12th, with a rope tied 
to his left leg being held by one of 
the men. he was forced to march for 
miles across fields and bogs on to the 
main road to Ballyboden, Rathfarn- 
ham, and Tevenure, finally reaching 20 
Castlewood Park at 5 a.m. The shoes 
were worn off Hayes’s feet—they were 
onlv house slippers—and his feet were 
badly blistered. 


A ** COURTMARTIAL” 


“For about ten days I was left 
alone,” he said, ‘‘and about July 22nd 
the statements I had made at Cooley 
were brought to me by McCaughy, and 
I was asked to sign them. ‘I refused 
to sign. and one of the men—Tice— 
told me that I was to be court- 
martialled. On the following day 
‘“courtmartial’’ was held in the 
sittingroom of the house. I did not 
know the men who constituted the 
court, but -McCaughy prosecuted, and 
was described as the Adjutant-General. 
He alleged that the offences against 
me were treason against the Hepublican 
Army, and, conspiracy with the Free 
State Government to wreck the army. 
The trial began some time in the 
afternoon and did not finish until six 
o’clock next morning. 

“ A day or two later I was handed 
a prayer book opened at the Prepara- 
tion for Confession.” 

You came to a .ortain conclusion 
then, asked Counsel, 

“Yes,” replied Hayes, “and I 
asked for permission to write a letter 
to my sister, but when I had written 
it and handed it to the man, he tore 
it up. He then put me sitting in a 
low armchair, produced the handle of 
a broom and started to beat me with 
it. In the course of beating me the 
handle broxe, and the man then used 
the jagged end of it to dig me in 
the’ arms, shoulders and legs, and I 
am still sore and swollen. I was tied 
to the bed with ropes, and there 
always was a pore: One of the men 
later produced a document and | 
signed it. That night McCaughey and 
another man interrogated me on the 
document, and asked me to admit that 
I had eres information, and had co- 
operated with a Free State Govern- 
ment agent to wreck the Republican 
Army. They twisted my arms, gouged 
their fingers into my throat, throttling 
me, ee a on my toes, and gave me 
a beating and kicking. They called 
me a sxunk, and told me to ‘come 
clean.’ As a result of the beating I 
told them imaginary happenings, and 
spent the best part of the week record- 
ing them. After more bullying I was 
me Be to sign a document with regard 
to the courtmartial.’’ 


” PLAYING FOR TIME 


Hayes described how he was kicked 
upstairs on one occasion, while the 
men accused him of having met a Free 
State Minister, and at every denial he 
was boxed on the face, kicked on the 
legs and body. ‘‘ Then I was taken to 
the kitchen; where McCaughy told me 
that they were tired beating me, and 
that I would be hung up on the wall 
and left there without food or drink or 
sleep until I did what they wanted me 
to do. I was up all that night and 
the next day. I kept writing out 
pa es while i played for time, because 

new that when I had finished the 
statement the verdict of the court- 
martial would probably be carried out. 
I wrote between 140 and 150 foolsca 
sheets, and for a fortnight before 
escaped I lived on bread and tea. 


THE ESCAPE 


“ During the last ten days I was 
held there chains were purchased and 
were attached to my legs with pad- 
locks. During September 8th I was 
writing out my supposed statement on 
parchment, and my guard left his 
revolver and holster on the mantelpiece 
while he sat down to write a letter. 
The landlady knocked at the door of 
the room and he went out. When he 
had closed the door I took the gun 
out of the holster, got out of the 
window, and managed to make my way 
along Castlewood Park. On my way 
down Castlewood avenue one of the 
chains broke, and I got to the police 
station, where I handed up the 
revolver.”’ i 

“What was your position in the 
organisation known as the I.R.A.?’’ 
asked counsel. 

“I was Chiei of Staff,’ replied 
Hayes. The witness added that when 
he escaped most of the marks of the

MEDICAL EVIDENCE 


Dr. Sean Lavan told the Court that 
when he examined Hayes he found 
several small brown stains on the left 
side of his shirt, discolorations running 
from the armpits right across the arms 
and around the back, as if he had been 
tied for a considerable time; similar 
marks and scars on the wrists, three 
scars on the left arm, all the flesh 
part of which had been hardened, wit 
evidence of considerable violence, while 
the thumb and first two fingers of the 
left hand had lost their power, and half 
of the hand itself was partly paralysed, 
due probably to injury to a nefve.

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IRISH TOURIST BOARD 


WORK HELD UP BY 
WAR CONDITIONS 


N view of an intimation received 
| from the Department of Industry 
and Commerce, in July, 1940, that 
altered circumstances had compelled 
the Department to reconsider the whole 
question of the Tourist Board’s activi- 
ties, the Board felt constrained, pend- 
ing a decision in the matter further, 
to modify its programme by deferring 
proposed long-term commitments and 
developnrents in general administra- 
tion. 

This was stated in the report of the 
Tourist Board for the year ended 3lst 
January, 1941, which has been laid on 
the table of the Oireachtas. 

No steps were taken, says the re- 
port, concerning the registration of 

otels, guest houses and other 
premises, or for the scheduling of 
special areas. Because of this, expendi- 
ture for the year amounted to £6,101, 
as compared with the original estimate 
of £9, The main activity during 
the year was concerning’ the resort, 
survey and planning begun in the 
previous year. 


VIEWS ON RESORTS 


The survey of the principal areas 
has been completed, and general plans 
formulated for the resorts, at which 
the Board had decided to undertake 
its first development projects. © The 
conditions at many of the resorts were 
most unsatisfactory, but the duty of 
remedying these did not lie with the 
Board. The inadequacy of water and 
sewerage systems was stressed, and 
the Board suggests that works of this 
nature, requiring a high proportion 
of unskilled labour, should be under- 
taken by the local authorities during 
the emergency period. 

As to necessary development works 
within the competencé of the Board, 
plans are being formulated for some 
twenty resorts, and proposals relating 
to nine of these were submitted to the 
Department, with an application for 
funds amounting to £109,500 in the 
form of repayable loans. 


BOARD'S PRESENT 
POSITION 


Having completed its preliminary 
survey work, the Board in February 
last reviewed its position in the light 
of the continued limitation of its ac- 
tivities. It came to the conclusion that 
its existing rate of expenditure could 
not be justified unless the Board was 
authorised to proceed with resort de- 
velopment schemes or with other 
arts of its main programme. Accord- 
ingly, while urging the desirability of 
a decision which would enable it to 
undertake such werk, the Board in- 
timated its willingness to carry on the 
planned programme in the meantime 
on a more restricted scale, implying 
reductions in the remuneration of the 
members of the Board and in general 
administrative expenditure. 

The report is signed by J. P. 
O’Brien (Chairman), Seamus O 
hEochadha, Lord Monteagle, Thomas 
Condon, and Joseph Gannon. 

That the season now drawing to 4 
close was in some cases well up to 
pre-war years, while in others there 
was a record number of visitors, was 
mentioned in the report of the NSecre-

A WOMAN’S ACCOUNT 


After protesting against her name and 
address being made ic, Mrs. 
Catherine McGuone, 

Park stated that in June last she had 
a man named Sean McGuire in her 
house as a payin guest. On July 13th 
there was a call for him at about 5 
a.m., and five men, one of whom she 
now knew to be Hayes, came into the 
house. She made breakfast for them. 
The other men left the house on and 
off, but Hayes never did. She had seen 
him reading and writing in the sitting- 
room, and there always was some 
with him. She had seen revolvers wit 
the men, but she did not know if they 
were genuine. 

Do you expect the Court to believe 
that? asked the President. 

“ I did not know they were revolvers ; 
I did not know he was a prisoner,” 
she said. She admitted that she 
had seen ropes on Hayes’s legs on 
one occasion. She had been told that 
Hayes was a feeble old man after tak- 
ing drink, and that he was there until 
they could cure him.” 

“On September 68th,” she said, 
“ Maguire came out, of the room to 
talk to her about, the dinner, and when 
he went back he said—‘ He is gone. 
Another man, who at present is in the 
Meath Hospital, came into the house 
by the back door that morning and 
left with Maguire.” 

She admitted that on September 
10th she had picked out at an identi- 
fication ll” e a man whom she 
thought she had served with meals in 
her house, but she had since discovered 
that she had made a mistake, and 
that he was not the same man. 

“Two of the men called back to the 
house last Tuesday morning,” she re- 
vealed, “I never saw the accused man 
before, except in the Bridewell, he 
being the man I had picked out. The 
broom handle came out of the house, 
but I had broken it in saving my 
daughter from an Alsatian dog.” 

cCaughy was arrested when dis- 
mounting from a tram in the city, and 
on him were found keys which were 
believed to belong to Hayes, and a set 
of keys which opened the padlocks on 
Hayes’s chains. : 


COUNSEL’S STATEMENT 


Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C., who with 
Mr. R. McLaughlin, K.C., and Mr. G. 
D. Murnaghan (instructed by Mr. J. 
A. Gen rosecuted, said that every 
reasonable facility had been offered ta 
McCaughy for his defence, and he had 


been visited several times while in cus. '

He said that the 
rosecution was not concerned with 
he association between Hayes and the 
defendant, nor with the reasons for 
the imprisonment of Hayes; it was 
only concerned with a crime against 3 
citizen of the State, and a menace to 
society. 

When sentence was imposed on him, 
McCaughy, who had refused to plead, 
marched out of the room between mili-

EVIDENCE TAKEN AT

LIEUTENANT, in private life 
A a film producer, who was 
second in command of a com- 
pany, told a courtmartial at Lincoln

Before the Court was Major A. 8. 
Williams, M.C., who pleaded not 
guilty to charges that he told N.C.O.'s 
of his company that—men should be 
beaten up with fists, belts or boots; 
dirty men ae my thrown into cold 
water and scrubbed; of improperly giv- 
ing an order that Fusilier Dixon should 
be beaten up and, alternatively, of 
neglecting to take any action to pre- 
vent an assault on Dixon; that know- 
ing that the feeling against five men 
in the company was high, he informed 
the company at parade that they 
should be beaten, and then, calling for 
volunteers to act as escort, permitted 
the five soldiers to be left in charge 
of an escort, which was not under an 
officer or N.C.O. 

Evidence had not been concluded 
when the court adjourned until to-day. 


“ HIGH-SPIRITED ” MEN 
Captain F. G. Leslie, prosecuting 
officer, said Major Williams was 
attached to a battalion of Royal Welch 
Fusiliers, composed of very high- 
spirited young: soldiers. They were 
not used to discipline, and the Major 
called a meeting of officers and 
N.C.O.s, and told them quite plainly 
that if they did not improve the 
discipline he would ‘ break” them. 

“He appears to have told them to 
kick the men out of bed if they would 
not get out,” said Captain Leslie. 

It was alleged that Fusilier 
Dixon, after bein found _steal- 
ing, was taken before the Major, 
who considered his replies to questions 
unsatisfactory, and told him: “ You 
need a dam good _hiding.’’ 
Two waiters took Dixon into the escort 
room, where his trousers were taken 
down; he was thrown on to a bed, held 
there and beaten so that he screamed. 
Taken back to Major Williams, his 
replies were still considered unsatisfac- 
tory, and, on the major’s orders, the 
beating was repeated. 


DAMAGE IN BARRACKS 

Dealing with the fourth charge, 
Captain Leslie said that so much 
damage was done in chalets which the 
men were then occupying that the com- 
pany were told that, unless the culprits 
were found, leave and passes out would 
be stopped and pay reduced until the 
damage was paid for. 

“ Feeling was ve high,” said 
Captain Leslie, ‘‘ and witnesses who had 
seen five men doing damage were soon 
forthcoming. The company was

WHAT SOLICITORS 
: PAY 
A QUESTION OF TAXATION 


When Major Milner, M.P., told the 
British House of Commons that Eng- 
lish solicitors were the most highfy 
taxed professional men, there was a 
consequential query here. 

Mr. W. G. Wakely, Secretary to 
the Incorporated Law Society of Ire- 
land, offered no opinion in reply to 
the inquiry of the Jrish Times re- 
porter, beyond stating that Irish 
solicitors in this city had to pay £9 
a year and those practising in the 
provinces £6 per annum. Solicitors of 
urder three years’ standing, practising 
in Dublin, are called on for a fee of 
orly £4 10s. Also for the first three 
years those in country towns have to 
pay but half their full fee— £3. 

n 1790 a stamp duty of £7 was im- 
posed on solicitors’ apprentices when 
indentured. Later this figure was 
raised to £14. Eventually the Society 
of King’s Inns, controlled by the 
Benchers, was collecting £15 7s, €d. 
from solicitors’ apprentices, and ther 
taxation was raised to a stamp duty 
of £80. It was out of that the 
Benchers got £14, although by 1860 it 
was being collected by the: Receiver 
General of Inland Revenue, The £14 
was originally extracted as a charge to 
provide a fund for the provision of 
chambers for attorneys, or for land on 
which to build chambers: things the 
benchers had neglected to do, while 
they also did nothing for the profes- 
sional education of attorneys and their 
apprentices. The attorneys pleaded for 
these facilities as rights, and, obtain- 
ing no relief, there ensued a fight, 
which extended through several genera- 
tions. 

Apparently the question of the £14 
has been arranged, and Irish solicitors 
seem content to accept the present 
taxation; at any rate, inquiries among 
their body elicited no signs of agita- 
tion. 

Mr. Ignatius J. Rice, Law Agent to 
the Dublin Corporation, asked if he 
thought Irish solicitors were the most 
highly taxed professional men, said: 
“iÍ do not know that other profes- 
sional] men pay a tax. Medical men 
don’t, nor do architects, engineers or 
hterary men.” 

“ What taxes do solicitors pay?” 

“ £25 on admission, and £9 annually 
for a certificate entitling them to 
practice.”

PAID IN DUBLIN 


ORNE on the shoulders of their 
comrades, the bodies of most of 
the soldiers, who were killed in 

the Glen of Imaal explosion a few days 
ago, were carried to their graves in 
different parts of Ireland yesterday. 


In the dimness of the Garrison 
Church at Arbour Hill, Dublin, an 
Army Chaplain, the Rev. ‘J. 


McLoughlin, celebrated Requiem Mass. 
Between him and the congregation of 
mourners lay nine coffins, each covered 
with a Tricolour. 

Near to modrners knelt Mr. de 
Valera and two of his Ministers. 

When the Mass ended, the first of 
the hearses drew before the church 
door, and the first body was brought 
down the aisle. Seven times the sad 
procession was repeated. Each coffin 
bore on the flag the cap and bandolier 
of the soldier who lay within it. As 
the coffins, with the chaplains, Father 
R. J. Casey, Father J. McLoughlin, 
Father M. Kennedy and Father J. 
O’Regan, reached the gravel path 
before the church, parties of troops 
presented arms, and then reversed their 
rifles to march in the solemn proces- 
sions to the cemeteries. 

The first five bodies to be brought 
from the church were destined for 
Glasnevin Cemetery. They were those 
of Sergeant T. Stokes, Corporals E. 
Kennedy and J. Taylor, Gunners L. 
McDonnell and J. Osborne. 

Escorted by a detachment of troops 
from an Anti-Aircraft unit and the 
No. 3 Army Band (under Lieutenant 
J. G. Doherty), the first procession 
moved slowly away, behind it marched 
a group of officers, headed by Colonel 
Liam Archer and Colonel Felix Devlin. 

The solemn ritual was repeated again 
as the body of Gunner J. Murphy left 
the church on its way {to Mount 
Jerome, and yet again as that of 
Corporal William Shannon was saluted 
before his remains were taken to Dean’s 
Grange. 


A HORSE-DRAWN GUN 


Then came the clatter of artillery 
wheels as a horse-drawn field gun, 
covered by a coffin-board, swung into 
the churchyard. Down the aisle from 
the altar came the coffin containing 
the body of Lieutenant S. Fennessy, 
covered, like the others, with a Tri- 
colour, and bearing his cap and sword. 
Standing nearby, watching the cere- 
monial, were two of his brother 
oficers—Lieutenants P. Brady and R. 
Heron—who had been with him on the 
Wicklow mountainside when he and 
fifteen others met their death. A 
sharp order, and the horses moved 
again; this time their load was heavier 
for, strapped to the coffin-board was 
the cofhn—the Army’s last tribute to 
one of its officers. Lieutenant Fen- 
nessy s remains were taken to Chapel- 
izod Church to await interment to-day 
at Esker, Lucan. 

Later in the day the body of Gunner 
J. O'Hagan was taken from the Garri- 
son Church to Donnybrook Church; 
his funeral will take place this morn- 
ing in Dean’s Grange Cemetery. 


THE BURIALS 


As the hearses bearing the bodies 
of the five men to be buried at Glas- 
nevin neared the cemetery gates, the 
waiting crowd heard the band play- 
ing Chopin’s Marche Funébre and 
Pannes ' Regrets.’ Sergeant Stokes, 
Corporal McDonnell and Gunner 
McDonnell were interred in three 
graves side by side, with Army Chap- 
laing reciting the last prayers. A 
volley of shots were fired over the 
graves, buglers sounded the “Last 
Post,’’ and the sad ceremony was ended, 
It was repeated again a few minutes 
later over the family graves of Cor- 
poral Taylor and Gunner Qsborne. 

At Dean's Grange and Mount 
Jerome similar ceremonies took place 
when Corporal Shannon and Gunner 
Murphy were buried. 

The Commanding Officers of the 
units with which the dead officer and 
men had been serving were represented 
at each funeral. These officers were 
represented by Commandant McCarthy, 
Captain J.-L. O'Brien, Lieutenants B. 
Greer, A. Ivimey, C. A. Ryan, H. 
Maguire, R. Heron and J. Ryan.

NURSING STAFF 


“We are greatly handicapped both 
here and at Portrane by an insufficient 
number of non-Catholic nurses on the: 
staff, with the result that Catholic

THE EMIGRATION OF 
OPERATIVES 


The Council of the Federation of 
Builders, Contractors and Allied Em- 
ployers of Ireland met at 28 Earisfort 
terrace, Dublin, with the President, 
Mr. D. J. McCaffrey, occupying the 
chair. 

Lengthy consideration was given to 
the question of the emigration of 
skilled and semi-skilled building trades 
~ ga and the serious position 
likely to arise in the industry at an 
early date from a shortage of materials. 

It was decided to prepare a memo- 
randum on the subject for submission 
to An Taoiseach, and to embody therein 
a request for the immediate reception 
of a deputation to discuss the present 
position of the industry. 

The Council was pleased to note that 
the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce had intimated its willingness to 
discuss a request by the Federation for 
the removal of any restrictions on the 
importation of steel during the present 
time and whatever date it might be 
found possible to re-open the steel 
mills at Haulbowline. The Federa- 
tion's request in this respect was 
strongly supported by a resolution 
which was passed at a conference held 
in Cork on the 2nd September for the 
purpose of considering the possibility 
of continuing the industry formerly 
carried on by Irish Steel Ltd. 

Directions were given for the initiat- 
ing of preliminary steps towards regis- 
tration of the Federation under the 
Trade Union Bit, 1941, following the 
enactment of the bill. 

It, was noted that no further progress 
could be made with the new form of 
sub-contract until after the meeting of 
the Council of the Royal Institute of 
the Architects of Ireland, to be held 
on the 10th October, 1941. 

Exception was taken to the terms of 
recent advertisements inviting tenders 
for works on the basis of a fixed price 
or.a price subject to the Local Govern- 
ment Department's war clause, and the 
Council noted that steps had been taken 
to ensure that no members of the 
Federation tendered without a war 
clause, 

Further progress was reported in 
regard to the formation of the pro- 
posed mutual insurance company. 

The Council decided to circularise 
all men.bers with the object, of ascer- 
taining their views on the inauguration 
of an annual dinner, to be held after 
the half-yearly general meeting at the 
end of October. 


BANK CHARGES 


An emphatic protest was recorded 
against the revised charges proposed by 
the Irish Banks Standing Committee

FOREIGN DANCES 
IN G.A.A. HALL — 


DISTRICT JUSTICE AND 
RUGBY FOOTBALLERS 


“It is not in consonance with the 
spirit of the G.A.A. that its members 
not alone take part in foreign dances, 
but provide for them,’ said District 
Justice Goff at Ardee yesterday when 
an application was made on behalf of 
Glyda Rangers Gaelic Football Club 
for renewar of dance licences 

The Justice mentioned that he had 
received a letter—not an anonymous 
one—in which it was stated that no 
Irish dances were danced in the hall. 
If that was so, it was a deliberate 
flouting of the rules of the G.A.A., and 
would be a matter for the Louth County 
Board and the Central Council. 

Thomas McArdle, the applicant, 
stated that 20 or 25 per cent. of the 
dances in the hall were Irish. If an 
Irish dance were called in the hall, he 
did not suppose five per cent. of the 
dancers would get out on the floor. 
Nearly 50 per cent. were old-time 
waltzes.

MISLEADING CONCEPTIONS 


(By ARTIFEX.) 


the duties and responsibilities 

which it is proposed to assign 
to the central, to the eight regional, 
and to the forty local planning 
authorities which were designated by 
diagram and map in the Irish Times 
of the 25th ultimo and the 13th instant? 
Should they be confined to mere depart- 
mental and territorial redistributions 
and extensions of existing powers? Or, 
do conditions call for some wider 
approach than yet has been made to 
national and local planning problems? 
And, if so. can that wider approach be 
made by way of amendment of the 
Planning Acts now in force? : 

The first answer to these — 

must take the form of a challenge to 
three popularly accepted conceptions of 
planning needs and possibilities. First, 
to the conception that “town” and 
‘‘country’’ and “regional” develop- 
ment should be regarded as being 
matters of separate or sectional im- 
portance. Secondly, to the 
tion that planning problems are in 
any sense the primary interests of 
architects and engineers. Thirdly, to 
the conception that plannmg is mainly 
or primarily to be ed as ap 
ancillary service to the treatment of 
housing problems. 


ARCHITECT AND 
ENGINEER 


These three misconceptions can be 
traced to a common origm. Among 
the outstanding social evils which 
stirred the public conscience, 
clamoured for legislative remedies, 
during the opening: years of this cen- 
tury were the demonstrable evils of 
slum and insanitary tenement life. In- 
heritances of the days of unchecked 
industrial expansion and competition, 
these evils were first effectively ex- 
posed by a small group of social re- 
formers, among whom were a few 
public-spirited members of the archi- 
tectural profession. Inspired by the 
missionary zeal of Ebenezer Howard— 
a Civil Service clerk—and ‘Patrick 
Geddes—a professor of biolegy—such 
men as Professor Ra d Unwin, at 
once architect and leader in social 
reform movements, found themselves 
in the van of practical efforts to pro- 
vide remedies for slumdom. From 
those initial efforts came recognition of 
the need to lay plans for housing 
schemes in their relationship to other 
aspects of city and town develo t. 
From the recognition of that sak Gans 
the emergence of a school of wider 
planning interests, under the leader- 
ship, among others, of Professor 
Patrick Abercrombie, then prominently 
associated with the architectural acti- 
vities of Liverpool University.

Concurrent with such architectural 
approaches to housing and planning 


problems came Mr. m wn- 
tree’s first report, in 1900, on the 
relationship of housing needs to other 
economic and social conditions in York 
—now brought up to date by his ‘co~- 
parative study of present conditions. 
published under the title of ‘*Poverty 
and Progress.” and recently reviewed 
in the /rish Times. 

From these separate, but convergent, 
approaches came a series of Housing 
and Town Planning Acts, extensions of 
planning powers from urban to rural 
areas. and the emergence of a Town 
Planning Institute inspired and 


don:imated. by leaders of the archi’ 


tectnral and engineering professions. 

_ From that somewbat sketchy and 
imeemplete background of forces came 
this country’s belated recognition of 
the need to embark on planning legis 
lation. Finding expression in the Town 
and Regional Planning Act of 1934—an 
ingenious compound of extracts from 
British legislation—that enactment has, 
in effect, thrown the main. responsi. 
bility for planning initiative and 
operations on the shoulders . of 
architects, county surveyors, and 
engineers. Primarily directed to control 
t purely physical develo t of 
urban areas, and in -a halting and 
provisional way with physical relation- 
ships i ween towns and their 
immediate rural surroundings. that Act 
completely failed to recognise the need 
for . such extensive and in- 
tensive studies of economic and 
social conditions as are the necessarv

NEW DEVELOPMENTS 
Seizing the opportunities presented 


by the upheavals and stresses of 
conflict, British advocates of wider 
planning developments—to whose 
earifér efforts our Planning Acts are 
due—have boldiv and successfully 
demanded mblag measures of reform. 
No lopger is the approach to planni 
activities to be through the narrow 
divergent activities of independent local 
authorities. No longer are the plans 
and projects of public departments to 
be excluded from the operation of 
Planning Acts. No longer are the 
land-owner’s personal interesis, or 
idiosyncrasies, to be allowed to bar 
the way to schemes of recognised 
public utility. No longer are industrial 
tes to have the right of way re 
artless of other community interests. 
Xo longer are distressed areas to be 
the special care of one (Government 
Department and the problems of over- 
crowded industrial districts of another. - 
No longer are the evils of unemploy- 
ment and poverty to be regarded as 
the irremediable incidence of industrial 
activities. Movements and distribu- 
tions of ulation and allocations of 
lands of labour are to fall withm 
the duties of 3 national pisnning
